FOREWORD 


The Twelfth Watercolor Annual of the San Francisco Art Association 
is, we suspect, one of the best in many years. Certainly it brought in the 
largest number of entries, some six hundred and ninety-four in all, which 
the five-man jury of San Francisco artists cut and pruned to one hundred 
and twenty-seven. We voice our suspicion that is is one of the best (al- 
though that is entirely a matter of opinion, unprovable in any case) for 
one reason because of the large entry, but mainly because of the care 
and fairness of the iury to which we and others can bear witness. Great 
thanks are due the six San Francisco hanks which have made possible five 
additional prizes for this Exhibition. The incentive they offered has already 
borne fruit in the number and quality of the entries. 


Jury criticism is a favorite indoor sport of all artists and laymen inter- 
ested in contemporary art events. Some of the criticism to be sure may 
be justified, but the individual juror, particularly if he is a practicing pro- 
fessional artist, has been through the experience of entering competitions 
and of being rejected, and he wants to be doubly sure of being fair. 
Remembering his own heartbreaks he probably would prefer to allow in 
all entries, but the inexorable pressure of restricted space forces him to 
use every bit of his judgment and sensibility to pick the best. 


The Watercolor Annual, because of the fresh and spontaneous flavor 


of the medium, is usually a reliable harbinger of things to come in the 
perhaps more permanent or durable media of oil and tempera. There 


appears to be no radical change in the offing—no hesitation from the 
direction that has been evident for the past decade or so. If anything, 
the genuinely expressive and poetic work is even more pronounced than 
ever, and takes the form of personal symbolism and semi-abstraction 
that is refreshing and rewarding to the attentive and sympathetic spec- 
tator. As the regular exhibition agency of the San Francisco Art Associa- 
tion Annual, the San Francisco Museum of Art takes pleasure and pride 
in presenting this, the Twelfth Annual Watercolor Exhibition.
